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It’s said that when it rains in Southern California, everything stops! And that was almost the case at Saddleback Park ona 
stormy January 6th...the occasion of the first-ever World Championship Trials round in the United tates. 

Torrential rain and glutinous mud stopped 80% of the world’s best trials riders, including the big-money challengers 
from Japan. But it didn’t stop Bultaco, current holder of the European Championship title and winner of more trials 
championships than any other make. There were just 12 finishers out of 60 starters in the Saddleback event, the first one 
in the 1974 World Series. Seven of them rode Bultaco Sherpa T trials machines. 

Four of those seven filled the trial’s top four places: Alan Lampkin, Malcolm Rathmell,Yrjo Vesterinen and Charles 
Coutard. Vesterinen and Coutard also combined with seventh-placed rider, Fernando Munoz, to scoop the Manufacturers 
Team award for Bultaco...the ONLY team to finish intact! To round things out, American riders, George Smith and Guy 
Van Gaasbeck emphasised the Bultaco blitz with eleventh and twelfth places. 

The winning didn’t stop there. In the National class awards, Bultaco riders took the trophies for the Best British rider 
(Atan TR Best Finn (Yrjo Vesterinen), the Best Frenchman (Charles Coutard) and Best Spaniard (Fernando 

unoz). 

In 1973, Bultaco riders captured the European, British, French, Spanish and North American Trials Championships as 
well as the outright win in the toughest of them all, the Scottish Six Days Trial. 

And the way things are shaping up, 1974 will be a Bultaco year as well.

‘Round And ‘Round 


I can’t understand your dislike of the 
Wankel engines. On page 13 of the Jan. 
8 issue under “‘Can’t tell” you say, 
“Rotary engine m/c’s. Yamaha, Suzuki, 
and Hercules all have them, but they 
burn too much fuel fairly dirtily, are 
heavy, hot and seem to have a number 
of other drawbacks.” 

While I have not ridden either the 
Yamaha or Suzuki rotary, I have ridden 
the Hercules and I liked it. I’m 5’ 6” 
and I could put both feet on the ground 
and bend my knees. That bike only 
weighs about 350 which means it 
handles in traffic. The long wheel base 
makes it corner like a road racer, and 
the low center of gravity makes it track 
on the freeway like a far heavier bike. 

My mechanic and I rode it two-up 
for 280 miles in six hours, going from 
sea level to 8000 feet in all types of 
riding. At the end of the day we weren’t 
exhausted by vibration or bad handling. 
Admittedly, 45 miles per gallon isn’t 
good, but I’ve seen worse. 

Admittedly, it’s no superbike, but 
you can’t go over 55, so if a bike does 
85 or 90 in a pinch why do you need 
more? 


I do admit I’m predjudice about this 
machine, having a DKW dealership, but 
it was even better than I expected.

WHAT (OR WHO). GIVES? 
Our-in-house political mastermind came 
back from a government hearing Friday 
with a terrible headache, wandered 
around the office hitting his first in his 
hand, and kept muttering things like 
“$++8&*$()% Sierra Club.” The story 
goes like this: for the last six months he 
has been listening to the Sierra Club 
dudes from the top to the bottom of 
the club tell him how they want to 
reach a compromise with off-road 
vehicle (ORV) enthusiasts over the 
California Desert land use conflict. It 
sounded good enough to him. So he 
kept telling the ORV people to stop 
calling names and sit down at the 
conference table.

That 
suit could, according to Del Vail of the 
BLM, throw out the BLM desert plan 
and cause complete closure of the desert 
until environmental impact statements 
are completed in four to ten years. To 
top it off, the Sierra Club suit is almost 
identical to one filed by the California 
Association of Four Wheel Drive Clubs, 
Inc., recently which could have the 
same effect. Now, before he kamakazis 
his new desert bike into Sierra Club 
head quarters, he wants to know who is 
on who’s side. Or better yet, what gives? 
And why did the Sierra Club buy a full 
page ad in Dirt Rider magazine for one 
thousand dollars?

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Honda stops production of race bikes

A survey of American motorcycle 
manufacturers and distributors re- 


vealed a very 


mixed reaction to 


the threat of gasoline rationing 


and possible curtailment of two- 
wheeled competition in the 
United States. Some companies 
that previously had large racing 
programs have cut them: back 
drastically, others have stopped national 
racing sponsorships completely, while 
still others are taking a “wait and see” 
attitude while they go ahead with racing 
programs for 1974 of equal or greater 
magnitude as compared to their 1973 
efforts. 

The general trend that emerges from 
discussions with sales and competition 
directors of the major companies is a 
return to backyard racing with less 
emphasis and importance, in terms of 
sales, attached to the national level such 
as AMA-sanctioned competition, at least 
in motocross and road racing. Following 
is a breakdown by major company of 
the impact of a projected gasoline 
shortage on competition programs in 
1974. Everybody sees the situation a 
little differently, which is 
understandable in view of the fact that 
the federal government has yet to 
release a definitive policy to deal with 
the “energy crisis”. Most companies 
indicated that they may have to change 
their plans, either increasing or 
decreasing their participation in major 
events when such a policy is announced. 
Outright.gasoline rationing was one item 


most mentioned to cause a serious 
re-thinking of company racing policies. 
Suzuki — So far the only cutback in 
Suzuki’s racing program is in 
snowmobiles. They will give a miss to 
some of the bigger events. Trials 
participation with the new Suzuki 250 
trials machine will be restricted to local 
events only. Suzuki will participate in 
the major AMA road races but some of 
the corporate motocross plans have 
been postponed for a while. Mike 
Runyard and Rich Thorwaldson will 
probably continue to be the Suzuki 
official U.S. motocrossers. Suzuki says 
they will continue to support 
competition events “insofar as they are 
able.” 

Honda — Honda is looking at a 
reduction in their racing schedule of 
15-20%. This reflects national 
motocrosses they will not participate in. 
Honda Racing Dept. has also made some 
recommendations to the AMA to switch 
to a Saturday racing program and 
reschedule some of the races so that 
there is less travel between events, or 
cut out some of the more farflung ones 
altogether. The factory motocross team 
will probably stabilize at three riders, 
with a maximum of four. So far only 
Rich Eierstedt and Gary Chaplin are 
signed to ride Honda. Honda is probably 
looking for a rider or two to contest the 
125 National. Motocross Championship, 





as they would like to win this class in 
1974. American Honda’s racing effort 
could be affected more by the fuel 
shortage in Japan than that in the U.S. 
This seems to be true of all the Japanese 
importers to varying degrees. Honda has 
no plans, or none they would reveal, for 


road racing or other competition 
beyond the Houston short track. © 

CZ — There will be no. direct 
sponsorship of riders on the national 
level by American Jawa. Their general 
attitude is that an actual or effective 
gasoline shortage will have a significant 
negative impact on racing all over the 
country. They anticipate the bike 
market reverting to enduro and dual 
purpose machines. CZ will actually have 
a racing budget comparable to the one 
for 1973 but the money will be spent at 
the dealer level. This means that more 
local CZ dealers will be able to sponsor 
more riders, and hopefully, pick up 
more wins for the Czech make at local 
events. They anticipate that “backyard” 
MX and enduros will be the trend 
during 1974 and look to meet the 
demand for dual purpose bikes, 
including Jawas, which are well suited 
for a 55 MPH speed limit, as imposed in 
California. 

Husqvarna — Husqvarna Motorcorp., the 
American distributors for Husky, are 
waiting for the federal government to 
do something concrete before making 
any further plans. They are backing off 
in their racing support for the first 
quarter of 1974 but will have their 
riders at as many AMA motocross 
qualifiers as they can afford. Again, the 


impact of a fuel shortage in the country ° 


of manufacture may have a more 
significant impact than any U.S. policy. 
Extreme gasoline rationing has been 
imposed in Sweden and Husqvarna 
production has been cut slightly due to

Motorcycle 
shortage? 


Get it while you can 


SANTA ANA, CAL. 

Public apprehension about the 
energy crisis is causing a boom in 
motorcycle sales that may result 
in shortages in mid 1974, one of 
the leading U.S. distributors said 
today. 

According to Kawasaki Motors, 
increase demand in the United 
States for economical, gas-saving 
motorcycles of all sizes probably won't 
be met due to production problems in 
Japan caused by energy shortages. 

Explained Alan Masek, Executive 
Vice President of Kawasaki Motors: 
“while all manufacturers had planned 
increased sales this year, we weren’t 
ready for this heavy demand or 
reductions in U.S. motorcycle imports. 
Japanese companies are being hard hit 
by cutbacks in Arab petroleum 
shipments since Japan imports almost 
all of its fuel.” 

Masek said that all motorcycle 
companies are predicting shortages on 
dealer floors as increasing numbers of 
new customers turn to motorcycles in 
lieu of second cars, and a “sold out” 
situation as early as the beginning of 
summer. 

“In Great Britain, many motorcycle 
dealerships were stripped of all but the 
very smallest size motorcycles when fuel 
rationing hit earlier this month,” he 
noted. 

“And the reason is quite simple. A 
motorcycle gets anywhere from 30 to 
well over 100 miles per gallon. Kawasaki 
and other manufacturers are selling 
everything from big sports bikes — like 
the many 750 to 900cc models which 
get around 40 miles per gallon, to small 
100cc around town models which reach 
over 100 miles per gallon.” 

If economic reports from Japan, 
information from dealers, and 
knowledge of the situation among other 
motorcycle distributors weren’t enough 
to predict an increasing run on 
motorcycles, Masek notes that requests 
for employee sales are way up as people 
in the know give up their second cars 
for two wheeled transportation. e 


End of the 
Elsinores 


Production stopped on CR 
series motocrossers 


Honda of Japan has stopped pro- 
duction of their successful 
CR-125M and CR-250M moto- 
cross racers. Production lines that 





were dedicated to turning out the 
racers are being turned over to 
manufacture of streetable Hondas. 
The move was made after deter- 
mining that some production cutback 
was necessary in view of the fuel 
shortage in Japan and the fact that 
building street bikes rather than racing 
bikes was a better response, in view of 
this same fuel shortage. 

The last 300 CR-125M Elsinores to 
be imported to the United States have 
been received by American Honda to fill 
back orders that number in the 
thousands. Many Honda dealers also 
have sold out of the popular, 
good-handling lightweight racer. 
American Honda has a stock of 250 
Elsinores that it feels should be 
sufficient to meet current demands for 
that displacement racer. No further 
imports of 250s are planned at this 
time, either. 

Despite the disappointment with 
which many competitors will receive 
this news, the decision was a rational 
one for Honda for a number of reasons. 
They can count on selling all the street 
bikes they manufacture in view of a 
threatened gas shortage outside of Japan 
and a very r€al one at home. They will 
have to cut back production in some 
area so it should not be in the product 
they can sell the most of: street bikes 
that get acceptably high gas mileage. 
There is also more profit per unit in 
some, but not all, of Honda’s street 
machines compared to the dirt racers. 

A corroborating reason for curtailing 
the Elsinores is public image, something 
that Honda has traditionally been very 
conscious of. They would like to emerge 
in the public eye, as would most street 
bike manufacturers, as a solution to the 
gas shortage. Production of racers could 
be viewed as an irresponsible move by 
some of the general public since they 
consume gasoline and oil without 
obvious benefit to the country. 

Honda indicates that sales of street 
and dual purpose bikes have quadrupled 
in the last month and that sales of the 
MT and XL series street/dirt bikes are 
starting to increase significantly. Racing 
may be a luxury none of us can afford 
much longer. e 


AMA meets 
with gov't on 
Energy Crisis 


WESTERVILLE, OH., JAN. 7 

The place of sports and recreation 
in an energy crisis-plagued nation 
was the topic of a January 3 
meeting conducted by John 
Sawhill, deputy administrator of 
the Federal Energy Office (FEO), 
in Washington D.C. 
Representatives of most of the 
country’s major sports sanctioning 
bodies, including Gene Wirwahn of the 
American Motorcycle Association, were 
on hand for the meeting at which 
spokesmen for major league baseball, 
the National Football League, the World 
Hockey Association, the American 
Powerboat Association, the United 
States Golf Association and others were 
present. 

Setting an encouraging tone for the 
meeting, Sawhill indicated that the FEO 
did not plan to single out any specific 
sport or industry for control, but that 
sport, like consumers and industry, 
would be expected to contribute to the 
nation’s energy crisis solutions by 
cutting down on energy consumption. 

In a major pronouncement, Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn presented 
that sport’s plan to curtail energy use, 
which according to Wirwahn “basically 
amounted to a lowering of the 
thermostat by eliminating nighttime 
batting practice and using fewer 
chartered flights.” 

Sawhill applauded Kuhn’s plan and 
asked each association present to submit 
a similar plan for its activities. The 
American Motorcycle Association will 
comply with the request and present to 
the FEO an energy saving plan during 
the month of January. o

Thirty-five events 
is normal for a day of racing, however it 
is a headache when they have to be run 
three times in a weekend plus 
championships rounds in three classes. 

Practice was delayed to allow Walt 
James to move some dirt around to 
make the track rideable. After three 
hours of practice it was apparent that 
the course would have to be changed. 
Bike after bike came roaring down a 
straight, only to hit a waterhole and 
sputter to a halt with water in the 
electrics. The worst mudhole, in the 
fourth turn, was bypassed. 

The event went on until about 9:00 
that evening. At that time the decision 
was made for a one-week delay. A lot of 


people learned about it from the man in 
front of the entrance to the ‘Dunes. 
With the weather reports looking dim, I 
called the track and they told me of the 
decision to postpone the race ‘til April. 

A lot of people came a long way to 
race. It is a real shame that the weather 
was so lousy. Are the people from the 
eastern United States and the northern 
states going to come back? e

Minibike racing used to be just a few 
little pint-sized motorcycles that didn’t 
run very well and handled like 
wheel-barrows. However today’s 
minibike has come a long way since the 
sand-lot racer. Ninty-five percent of the 
bikes here were full house racers and 
mini in size only. From the looks in the 
father’s eyes there’s been many hours of 
midnight oil spent getting ready for this 
race. 

Motoring around the pits I saw many 
little bikes that represent a good two 
grand a bike. And you thought this was 
little league racing! 

Dave Barnt, owner of Barnt 
Manufacturing and designer of the Barnt 
bike, told his riders not to take any 
chances with the track and weather 
conditions and to ride only if they 
wanted to. 

As I slopped my way across the pit 
area in eight inches of mud, I couldn't 
help but think that this race was going 
to be another Honda up set. Those high 
horsepower two strokes were going to 
have more than their share of problems 
in the muck, 

The first race of the day was 0-61cc 
stock class. I honestly don’t know how 
many finished. My hat’s off to all the 
young tigers for the effort. If you had 
the courage just to set there on that 
starting line freezing in the rain to wait 
for the start and never made it up the 
first hill, you’re a winner as far as I’m 
concerned. 

The mud took its toll as bike aftet 
bike was wiped out by the liquid 
lapping compound, but one moto. that 
had every one out of their vans and 
standing in the rain was the Novice class 
12 years and’ over, 0-8lcc Modified. 
Lenny Giger just got a new bike the day 
before the race and had about thirty 
minutes on it. Off the start he was in 
third place, and a battle developed with 
Lenny trying to get a bite in the mud 
and pass the two lead Hondas. Lenny 
kept it together and took over the lead 
on the last lap, winning the moto. 

Brian Myerscough, who won four 
motorcycles at the Nationals at 
Saddleback last year, started the day off 
right by being so far out in front that he 
fell off, got back on his bike, restarted 
and got going again to win by almost a 
half a lap. : 

Gregg Toyama on his Suzuki City 
prepared TM-75 was so far in the lead in 
the 12 year and over 0 to 81cc Modified 
Expert class, that he went an extra lap 
before they figured out that he was the 
leader.

Basts quit 
Australia

American speedway stars, Mike 
and Steve Bast, have quit Australia 
and returned to California. The 
Bast brothers left Sydney last 
Wednesday evening and will be 
home and preparing for a mam- 
moth trans-America dirt track 
tour under the Harry Oxley ban- 
ner by the time you read this. 

The Basts rode in two big 
international meetings in New South 
Wales last weekend and fared extremely 
well but decided to cut short their 
season in Australia because of domestic 
and business pressures. They were to 
have appeared in an Internationale 
meeting in Brisbane the following 
weekend. Their decision to leave was 
disappointing to their many fans in 
Australia but unfortunately it could not 
be helped and they left behind them a 
host of goodwill and many, many 
supporters. 

With their good nature, colourful 
personalities and flamboyant riding 
_ Characteristics, they proved popular 
around the nation. They may not have 
hit the high spots with their scores 
against the more experienced Australian 
and European stars, and it is to be 
hoped they and their American 
speedway compatriots are soon back on 
these shores. 

Mike Bast in particular had some 
good meetings Down Under and once or 
twice produced rides that shocked the 
big guns and proved that if he hàd 
knuckled down he could have made an 
even bigger name for himself. 

It would have helped greatly if the 
brothers had been based at a smaller 
track than the Sydney Showground. 
The fast, narrow, third-of-a-mile Golden 
Bowl in the heart of Australia’s busiest 
metropolis is a heart-stopping track to 
ride and after the death of Geoff Curtis 
and the tragic accident which resulted in 
Barry Van Praag being crippled, the 
Yanks just didn’t have their hearts in it. 

Their last weekend consisted of an 
open meeting at the Jerilderie Park 
speedway, at Newcastle on the New 
South Wales north coast about 100 
miles from Sydney. Then they were at 
the Sydney Showground the night 
afterwards in the inaugural W.D. and 
H.O. Wills’ Internationale — the classic 
individual event on the Australian 
summer season calendar. In both 
meetings riders from seven countries 
clashed — America, Australia, Scotland, 
England, New Zealand, Poland and 
Denmark. 

Denmark was represented by reigning 
world long track champion and 1971 
world speedway champion Ole Olsen. 
Poland was represented by dual World 
Final placegetter Antoni Woryna. 


Woryna’s appearance marked the first 
ever appearance of a Polish national 
speedway rider on Australian tracks, 

The Newcastle meeting was won by 
English test rider Eric Broadbelt. In this 
meeting it was Mike Bast who sprung 
the shocks and but for a bit more luck 
he might well have done considerably 
better. 

He opened his account with two 
dramatic wins and everyone was hailing 
him the man of the meeting until his 
third ride when he suddenly shot down 
two points by finishing third to Aussie 
stars Billy Sanders and Bob Valentine. It 
was asking a lot of the Californian lad to 
top these two home track stars as they 
are right in the groove on this particular 
track. 

Mike booted home another winner in 
his fourth ride and was looking good for 
a place on the rostrum at the very least 
— until he went out against eventual 
winner Broadbelt and Ole Olsen in the 
final race. The two European stars were 
too good for Mike and he finished third 
in the event which gave him a total of 
11 points from his five rides, Second to 
Broadbelt was Billy Sanders and third 
was Phil Herne. Sanders and Herne are 
18-year-old teenage sensations from 
Sydney who are slowly taking the 
speedway world by storm. They are also 
great pals off-track in spite of their 
intense on-track rivalry. 

Big brother Steve Bast had a less 
happy night once again, mainly due to 
magneto and carb problems. Steve’s 
bike stopped first time out and 
thereafter his scoring was limited. 
However, he put in some useful rides 
and was worth more than his six point 
total indicated, 

Back to the Sydney Royale the 
following night for the big 
Internationale and everyone seemed to 
be getting it together which left the 
pickings very lean for those who were a 
shade off line. 

This time it was Steve who had a 
good meeting although both he and 
Mike should have scored higher for the 
effort they put in. The two Yanks rode 
hard when they were on the track but 
just couldn’t get the vital breaks. The 
big disappointment was that they both 
missed their last rides. Why...1 know 
not. Steve finished with five points from 
his four completed rides; Mike finished 
with two. 

After the meeting the lads packed up 
and that was that. Their Aussie 
campaign...bright, breezy and 
popular...had come to an end. 

Winner of the Internationale after 
five brilliant rides and then a run-off 
against Billy Sanders and Peter Collins 
was Queensland test rider Steve Reinke. 
Second was Collins and third was 
Sanders. Collins missed the start in the 
run-off and Sanders’ machine misfired. 

Reinke was running really hot on the 
night and he dropped only one point 
throughout the meeting — to Billy 
Sanders in their second race. To win, 
Reinke had to do the impossible and 
defeat Collins, the high flying 
19-year-old English world class star, and 
Olsen. 

He managed it, to the incredulous 
tumult of the crowd, and thoroughly 
deserved his trophy. e

You don’t have to be an MIT 
professor to accurately analyze 
the so-called “Energy Crisis,” but 
one did recently. And since his 


credentials are more impressive 
than mine, PII let Prof. Morris 
Adelman of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology tell it like it is. 


“The United States consumer has 
become an oil addict, requiring morë 
and more fuel for his daily fix,” the 
Professor says, calling the current fuel 
plight “a contrived shortage”, contrived 
by the big oil companies, whose profits 
have zoomed as a result to 63% over last 
year at this time. 

“There is no shortage in nature,” 
Prof. Adelman reminds us, but “demand 
is out of hand.” 

Mr. Fred Hartley, President of Union 
Oil, speaks for the industry when he 
promises that_ the shortages of 
petroleum won’t end unless “the 
government will let us go in and get the 
oil and keep the environmentalists off 
our back.” 

So there you have it. Greed is 
working the throttle and arrogance is at 
the wheel, 

The government could end the 
shortages in a hurry by threatening to 
nationalize the refineries, but it won’t. 
The situation could quickly deteriorate 
to the point where the-American public 
would be asked to choose between 
having a healthy environment or a 
healthy economy. Mr. Hartley and his 
friends are gambling that we’ll sacrifice 
clean air for more gasoline, unspoiled 
nature for warm buildings and jobs. 

Either way, their greed will be 
satisfied at the public expense — either 
through unlimited exploitation of 
national resources, or higher prices at 
the pump — or more likely, both. From 
the viewpoint of the oil companies, the 
addict is hopelessly hooked. The 
petroleum pushers think they can’t lose. 

Or can they? Human ingenuity is an 
astonishing thing, and there is more 
than one way to skin a wildcatter. 

Suppose we kicked the fuel habit, as 
individual victims and as a nation. At 
the same time, suppose the government 
were forced to embargo exports of our 
oil to foreign markets. There would be 
no more fuel shortages, the environment 
would stay healthy and it would teach 
the arrogant oil companies a lesson they 
wouldn’t soon forget. 

One way or another, we must get the 
monkey off our nation’s back, or else 
become slaves of the oil pushers, living 
in a stinking hell on earth. 

I decided to kick the habit cold 
turkey. 

I turned off my swimming pool 
heater, parked my motorhome for the 
duration and put my gasaholic cars up 
on blocks. My 1954 MG (39 mpg on 
regular) is ready for emergencies in case 
someone in the family has to be rushed 
to the hospital or something. My wife 
rides to work in a chauffeured sidecar 
and I work at home on a manual 
typewriter as much as possible. We use 
our applicances sparingly and pass the 
evenings by candlelight. 





I am contriving a still in the 
backyard, fueled by combustible trash, 
to make alcohol out of garbage to 
power the bikes. I am pressuring my 
congress-people to clamp down on oil 
exports. 

I kicked the fuel habit cold turkey 
and it didn‘t hurt a bit.

I was certainly very disappointed 
that Cycle News saw fit to waste 
the paper and ink printing Ron 
Schneiders’ comments regarding 
the government, energy and his 
other maligned view on those 
subjects. I guess his irrational 
statements in this article are con- 
sistent with his prior poor taste used in 
referring to Gene Cannady’s house “as 
being furnished by Abbey Rents”. If it 
would have. been furnished lavishly he 
probably would have come to the 
conclusion that Cannady was accepting 
graft from various criminals in the L.A. 
area. 

Undertaking his latest column 
(December 18), Ron stated how bad the 
White House is, President Nixon and 
most of those associated with him, I 
don’t know that the White House is a 
hell of a lot different from any other 
division of government (e.g., EPA, BLM, 
etc.) in Washington. Amazingly, after 
thoroughly tearing down the White 
House, he then comes to the profound 
conclusion that the oil industry should 
be nationalized. I ask you, if 
government cannot handle their existing 
tasks properly, how in the hell are they 
supposed to handle gas rationing, price 
controlling, etc., of the fuel industry? 
Unfortunately, those would go with 
nationalization of the oil industry. He 
probably hasn’t thought of that 
conclusion. 

The oil industry is one of the last 
vestiges of our business-oriented society 
that has been the most efficient and had 


the least. increase in inflation (good 
handling of the law of supply and 
demand). An example for comparison is 
the price of meat, from 1953 to 1973, 
versus the price of a gallon of gas. I 
think you will find that meat has gone 
up manyfold, but there have been 
marginal price increases for gasoline 
(until recently). 

As the government gets involved with 
the price of gasoline, you can bet that 
the price will go up a hell of a lot more 
and a lot faster than if they keep their 
meathooks out of it. Any time the 
government, with its many 
unknowledgeable people, attempt to 
control highly technical fields, they 
usually produce exactly the opposite of 
what was intended. For example, the 
government has not stuck their fingers 
into television sets and the price has 
continually gone down while the 
performance on them increased. 

In contrast to that, the government 
has continually controlled general 
aviation (through the FAA, CAB and 
other such organizations). For example, 
in 1947 you could buy a brand new 
Beechcraft Bonanza for $6900. That 
same basic aircraft now sells in excess of 
$40,000. Why is this? It’s because the 
government has obtained its 
‘“‘sovernment inspectors”, supposed 
“experts”, from people who could not 
cut it in the aircraft industry and were 
out looking for a job. This only created 
more problems for the manufacturer to 
produce a “certified” quality product at 
the lowest price. No manufacturer can 
survive for very long if he produces 
unsafe or grossly inferior products. 
Many of the politicians and bureaucrats 
certainly do the best that they can to 
improve things, but their biggest 
problem is that they don’t know how to 
do it. They are not experts. 

Those people that are associated with 
a particular business are the best able 
and most knowledgeable about 
improving the quality of the service or 
product they have to offer. The 
motorcycle is no exception. Most of the 
bills that come up are instigated by 
politicians that don’t even know how to 
ride a motorcycle, let alone understand 
the ramifications of many of the bills 
introduced. Of course, in most cases, 
the bills never would accomplish what 
they set out to. E.g., mandatory 
helmets, M/C seat belts, etc. 

If some ecologists would put energy 
into the proper perspective and butt out 
from interference with many of those 
things that we must have in our society, 
such as gasoline, you would find that we 
wouldn’t have any energy crisis or 
shortage. The oil companies are just as 
ecology interested as most of the 
citizens. The oil companies would much 
prefer to have kept the Santa Barbara 
coast line beautiful and attractive. 
People that used the area as one of their 
favorite recreation spots would continue 
to go there, in contrast to having it 
polluted to where the user would have 
to drive farther to go to another 
favorable spot on the coast line. In view 
of the fixed budgets that most 
everybody has, they would cancel many 
trips because of increased travel time 
and expense. Then, with few desirable 
places to go they would wind up using a 
lot less gas. 

So, if the oil companies were short 
sighted enough to intentionally pollute 
the sea coast, it would not benefit them 
in profit. I think any assumption that 
they didn’t care is irrational and untrue. 

The oil companies themselves have 
the largest amount of technological skill 
and the knowledge to be able to provide 
the Untied States with the fuel energy it 
needs with the least amount of 
detrimental side effects. And it’s for 
sure that a politician, rocking in his 
chair in Washington, doesn’t even 
understand how to drill a well or run a 
refinery, let alone pass a law on how it 
should be done. If he did know how to 
do it then he could probably be making 
a lot more money in the oil industry 
than he would be pushing a pen in 
Washington. 

Spain is a good example of a country 
with nationalized gasoline. Many towns 
of significant size have one little gas 
station in it. Frequently you have to 
line up at this station to get gas and you 
pay top dollar for it. They are certainly 
not afforded the luxury of being able to 
select the station with the lowest price 
that offers the best service. You are 
stuck with one and only one. (During 


Did you know that they had wildcats in Baja? 


1973, Spanish gasoline prices as 
controlled by the government were the 
lowest in Western Europe, though still 
high by former U.S. standards...Ed.) 

I suggest that Ron Schneiders, with 
his philosphy, spend time writing such 
articles for the Russian edition of Cycle 
News, or confine his activities only to 
race reporting (to the best of his 
ability). 

Where there are so many young 
people involved with motorcycles, I find 
it highly distasteful to have somebody 
with a limited intellect, which Ron 
appears to exemplify, from being a 
guiding factor in the development of the 
proper attityde towards business that 
our young people need to have. 

A good example of the overall 
inefficiency of government controls, 
such as Mr. Schneiders recommends, is 
the ‘76 emissions standard. They pass a 
law that a vehicle has to emit less 
pollutants, without knowing how or 
why it will occur. So, to try and get 
that, the vehicles consume more gas and 
are less efficient because technology has 
not sufficiently advanced. Now, at least, 
there are some examples of innovation 
that did not have anything to do with a 
law being passed; such as the catalytic 
carburetor, and the JPL engineer who 
has come up with a hydrogen gas 
injection carburetor that permits 
mixtures as lean as 75 to 1. These types 
of inventions afford some real solutions 
to energy usage. They give more 
performance and less gas consumption, 
hence, less pollution. It doesn’t require 
a law to provide the consumer the 
incentive of more horsepower using less 
gas. 

This country grew from virtually 
nothing to the most powerful and 
productive country the world has 
known in less than 200 years. This is 
because it had more freedom (fewer 
government controls) and fewer 
bureaucratic mechanisms than any other 
major country in the world. 

As long as we can keep people like 
Ron Schneiders from endorsing controls 
that are stifling innovation and putting 
more burden on the already technically 
incompetent politicians, this type of 
growth will continue. 

If you don’t like what a company 
does, you do not have to buy their 
product. That certainly hits them right 
in the pocket book and will get their 
attention. This will affect the company 
one hell of a lot more than violating 
federal law No. 1429-A-1 that has a 
$1000 fine, or some equally stupid 
penalty. 


The consumer rules, not the 
politician, so let’s not head further 
towards the politician ruling. e 


Movie review 


“Pray For The Wildcats” 
ABC-TV “Movie of the Week” 
January 23, 1974 


Andy Griffith, that lovable hill- 
billy, is a bad guy for the first 
time in his long career. He turns 
the tables in the new ABC-TV 
movie, “Pray for the Wildcats” 
that will be shown for the first 
time on Wednesday night, January 
23. The title comes from the four 
man group headed up by Griffith who 
plays a millionaire heavy equipment 
company owner who gives three 
advertising agency execs a bad time 
from start to finish. 

“Wildcats” has one of the strongest 
casts ever for a television movie. William 
Shatner of “Star-Trek”, Robert Reed 
from “The Brady Bunch” and the latest 
to hit Hollywood, Marjoe, the former 
boy preacher who has now turned to 
dramatic acting. Griffith plays the lead 
and rides a Triumph Trophy Trail model 
over the rugged Baja, Mexico terrain 
with the other three following on 
various sizes of Kawasakis. 

The cycles play a role in about 80% 
of the film that was rated so good that, 
instead of running the usual one and a 
half hours, it was left uncut to a total of 
two hours running time (including 
commercials, of course). 

The story opens with the men racing 
around the California desert and then 
moves to Baja where the majority of the 
film was shot. Griffith plays the bad guy 
all the way with Shatner the good guy 
and Reed and Marjoe somewhere in the 
middle. 

For Griffith it is his first motorcycle 
picture. Prior to the film he had ridden 
a few times on small trail bikes but was 
coached for the “Wildcats” by Roxy 
Rockwood. Roxy reports that Andy 
took to riding so strong that the crew 
lost half a day’s shooting time waiting 
for Griffith who was out trail riding. 

The picture has a spectacular ending 
with Griffith and the Triumph running 
off the edge of a two hundred foot cliff 
and into the ocean. o

the overall fuel shortage in that country. 
There is also a very real concern that the 
AMA could limit national motocrosses 
as a PR move to forestall any adverse 
public reaction to racing motorcycles 
that squander gas. (At least, that’s how 
Joe Average might look at it.) The 
Husky cutback in the national 
motocross effort was, however, 
determined before the gas shortage 
started to have an impact. They will 
support only two riders directly: Gary 
Semics in the 500 class and Bill Grossi 
in the 250. Husqvarna, like CZ, will 
increase their local efforts through dealer 
support in a wider range of states. 
Husqvarna will continue to participate 
in the Baja off-road events if they are 
run in 1974, They are almost forced to 
in order to protect their defending 
champion position, and maintain their 
status as perennial Baja winners. Brad 
Lackey will ride Husqvarna in GP’s 
under direct contract to the factory. 
Yamaha — Yamaha International, more 
than any other distributor, is proceeding 
with a racing plan that has not been 
intimidated or modified by the threat of 
a gasoline shortage. /In fact, they are 
increasing their efforts both in the U.S. 
and overseas in almost every area, 
including a significant expansion into 
observed trials. They will support four 
trials riders nationally: Don Sweet in 
New York, John Hopkins in Michigan, 
Kirk Mayfield in Oklahoma and Joe 
Gugielmetti in Washington. The 
motocross team has been increased to 
three with Mike Hartwig joining Pierre 
Karsmakers and Tim Hart. Ken 
Roberts, Gene Romero and Don Castro 
will pursue low nurabers in AMA Class 
C competition. Yamaha is going full 
bore ahead with no budget cuts in their 
competition program, They seem to 
want every No. 1 plate there is to be 
won. 

Bultaco — Comparable to Yamaha 
amongst the European importers, 
Bultaco International Ltd. plans to 
continue a U.S. racing program as if 
there will be no added restrictions based 
on a fuel shortage. They are maintaining 
an optimistic point of view and feel that 
making a major policy change on 
incomplete and short-range information 
would be inappropriate. There is no 
budget cut in their racing program. 
They will support two competitors in 
Europe: Jim Pomeroy in 250 World 
Championship motocross and Lane 
Leavitt in the Trials Championship. 
Bultaco anticipates a three or four man 
U.S. national racing effort with the final 
riders not yet determined. There will 
also be factory support for designated 
U.S. trials riders on Bultaco. They 
mentioned that you can’t shut down a 
racing program based on every 
economic scare that comes along, 
particularly since they only have 
competition bikes to sell. 

Kawasaki — The lime green will be less 
in evidence in every field of motorcycle 
competition as the racing department 
suffered a 35% budget cut. This is 
particularly significant- since a large 
portion of this financial year’s budget 
had been spent already on the 1973 
TransAMA series. They will sponsor one 
motocross rider: Jim Weinert, with 


_ mechanic Jim Self, in the U.S. They will 


also have only one official road racer. 
That’s right, Yvon DuHamel and wrench 
Randy Hall. Road racing team manager 
Bob Hansen has seen an end to the need 
for his services. Jim will probably 
contest both the 125 and 500 
motocross national championships, It is 
possible that Kawasaki will pick up 
another rider or two if things look 
better economically later in the year, 
particularly for the TransAMA since 
that will fall largely under a new budget. 
Kawasaki also emphasized that what 
happens in, and to, Japan may have 
more effect than any U.S. happenings. 
They, and other Japanese bike 
distributors, will feel the impact of 
fewer imports, particularly in dirt bikes, 
as there is less fuel for the freighters 
that carry the bikes and less fuel to use 
in production in the plant. 

Maico — Cooper Motors, Western 
distributor for the German brand,

anticipate less night racing: in 1974, 
more Saturday motocrosses and more 
motocross in general since less gasoline 
is used to drive to a motocross track and 
less is used in running two or three 
20-minute (average) motos than in other 
forms of motorcycle competition. They 
will go all out with a racing program in 


the West but the Maico factory will 
sponsor only two riders nationally: 
one rider in the West and 
one in the East. These riders and, 
they anticipate, other Maico pilots will 
concentrate more on racing in their 
local area rather than traveling around 
the country to make all the “big” 
events. Cooper Motors will continue to 
sponsor riders through dealers in an 
attempt to focus racing attention on the 
local dealer. It will be possible to switch 
to burning methanol, if necessary, as 
Cooper feels that two-strokes can be set 
up to work all right and remain 
competitive on that fuel if gasoline is in 
short supply. 


Montesa — Montesa Motors anticipates 
no problems getting an adequate supply 
of all types of machines from Spain, in 
part due to the fact that Spain is on 
good terms with the Arab oil-producing 
countries and faces no critical fuel 
shortages. It was noted that the 1974 
King Scorpion Automix is the only 
European dual purpose bike that meets 
1974 federal standards for streetability 
and a sales jump in this area is expected. 
Also, all Montesa Cota trials bikes are 
now being sold with the lighting kit, 
which is standard in Europe, as the trials 
machines are street legal in some states 
with the lights attached and could be 
ridden to an event, then home again. 
Dealer inquiries have been coming in 
regarding Montesa’s $300 150 miles per 
gallon moped, another big seller in 
Europe which had no U.S. market 
previously. Montesa in the U.S. is 
currently looking at state laws 
nationwide to see if the moped would 
be an allowable means of gas-saving 
transportation, They are simultaneously 
going ahead with a competition program 
in trials and motocross in the U.S. as 
well as in Europe. Supported Montesa 
riders include Marland Whaley (current 
California champion), Fred Delaney, 
Mike Griffiths, and Martin Belair. 
Discussions are still going on with 
several American motocross riders to 
determine who will make up the 
importer’s motocross racing team. There 
are likely to be at least two, and 
possibly more, riders. In Europe, 
Belgians Raymond Boven and 
Jean-Claude Jobe have been contracted 
to contest International events including 
the Grands Prix in 250 and 500 classes. 

As referenced in discussion of 
individual manufacturer’s plans, the 
impact of the fuel shortage in Japan and 
Europe may have more effect on 
American motorcycle competition plans 
than anything the U.S. does. Japan, for 
instance, has a serious raw materials 
problem and there may be still more 
cutbacks in motorcycle manufacture, 
testing and R&D due to the lack of oil 
and the petroleum products required in 
all these phases of motorcycle 
development and delivery. Fuel for 
transportation of the bikes to the U.S. 
market is another factor restricting the 
importation from overseas. Several 
European countries have banned all 
motorsports, for the duration of any 
fuel shortage it is assumed, but in reality 
the ban is indefinite. Currently in this 
category are Holland, Sweden and 
Denmark with motor racing -bans 
already in effect. Other possible 
countries that may ban motor racing, or 
are considering it include Germany, 
Italy and England. Optimistic of still 
having the event, the FIM and the 
organizers in Denmark have switched 
the Danish 500 GP to a Monday rather 
than Sunday when they felt there was 
no chance of running the World 
Championship round. This is indicative 
of actions elsewhere on the Continent 
to cope with a fuel shortage. If an 
American gasoline shortage occurs to 
the point of restricting sales or other 
forms of rationing, it may be difficult to 
maintain a normalized competition 
program on a national level in the U.S.

CRC Saddleback

Despite the fact it was the four- 
-day New Year’s holiday weekend, 
the turnout for the California 
Racing Club (CRC) sanctioned 
motocross at Saddleback Park 
drew 200 competitors. The action 
lasted until around 5 p.m. in 
near-darkness. Trophies were big 
enough to make the long day in the 
saddle worthwhile. 

The CRC broke the card into 10 
races of two eight-lap events and one 
six-lap finale...and three full motos to 
boot! 

In the ninth race, Mike Foreman 
(Hon), grabbed a solid lead, then moved 
to win the 125 Intermediate class.

IRWINDALE, CAL., JAN. 11 
CMC sanctioned motocross 
returned to Irwindale Raceway 
with its under-the-lights action, 
but a few drizzles and otherwise 
threatening skies put kind of a 
damper on the initial meeting of 
the ‘74 night season. 

What was billed as a 


non-professional event turned out to be 
exactly that, giving the amateur riders 
their share of the spotlight. Instead of 
the traditional divisional qualifiers 
leading to a final in the abundantly 
numbered Junior files, the CMC ran 
three-moto programs in each and every 
class and division, giving many of the 
riders an additional trip around the 
5/8th mile Irwindale course. 

This evening’s program was also the 
inception of the Olympic scoring 
system, and that in itself created some 
very interesting showdowns for the 
individual overall honors, 

The 100 Junior class was a prime 
example. Gary Bowden (Yam) won the 
final two races but wound up only third 
overall due to a lapse in moto one in 
which he took 13th. Kirk Waymire 
(Hod) won it all with a 1-7-2 showing; 
by the old system he would have not 
beaten Bowden. Bob Johnston (Yam) 
rode very consistently with two thirds 
and a fifth and wound up second on 
points, 

It was just about as tight in the 500 
Intermediate rounds. Cliff Hicks (Suz) 
won two and added a sixth and dang 
near lost it overall to Ron Gray (CZ) 
who won the other. They ended tied on 
points at eighth but Cliff’s third round 
win made the difference. 

A three-rider scramble was the 
highlight of the 250 Intermediate. 
Morgan Malocco (Yam) wedged his way 
into the head of the trophy line with 
the aid of two victories. His five points 
barely nipped Yamaha-mounted Jeff 
Sloan’s six and Honda’s Scott 
Doornbos’ seven. 


Mike Bush (Hon) fell victim to the 
Oly system, too, as his two moto wins 
were squelched by a fourth in the third 
while Robert Marino (Hon) came home 
the winner. Then, to top off the 125 
Junior I show, Mike Swann (Suz) came 
across yet two more points behind with 
eight. Division II went to Steve Richle 
(Suz) by three points over Mark 
Lawrence (Bul). 

Two firsts and a second were the 
deciding factors in both divisions of 250 
Juniors. Mike Follmer (Mai) decisioned 
the first over Billy Laity (Yam) and in 
the second Ron Paisle (Yam) easily 
out-pointed the 12 pc t tied between 
Ramon Bruner (Hon) and Jody Uyechi 
(Hon). Ramon got the nod with a fifth 
in the third race, to Jody’s sixth. 

Bob Toliver (Hon) was the only 
Junior to register a sweep of his three 
motos, and it came in the Minicycle 
class with Bill Fancher (Hon) taking 
runner-up. 

In the only other Junior event, Clay 
Bain (Suz) polished off the fellow 500cc 
foes with a second and two firsts while 
second spot Kirk Heflin (Hus) could 
only total 10 points, six points behind. 

The 125 Intermediate win went to 
sweeping Gary Denton (Yam) with John 
MacGregor (Suz) second. 

The Expert ranks were very slim 
since most have opted to transfer to the 
pro ranks, Those Experts who won were 
Gene Martin (Mai) in the 500’s and 
Allen Cooke (Mai) in the 250’s.

“The track was bitchin’,” mum- 
bled the beginning racer with the 
broken legs as he was carried off 
on a stretcher. If he liked the day, 


the course, and the competition, 
you know that everybody else 
really dug on the CRC’s Grand 
Prix-type event at the newly 
named Valley Cycle Park. 


The injured rider was not typical of 
the day’s racing. It was curious that 


there were as many get-offs as 
eventually materialized on a track that 
was tacky and, initially, smooth and 
well-prepared. The only criticism heard 
was about the length. At three miles or 
so, the course was hardly up to GP 
event standards but was, in fact, 
exemplary of what good, long,

challenging motocross courses should 
be. 

The CRC had been promised more 
park terrain but it proved impossible to 
designate a course of the 8-10 mile 
projected length due to standing water 
in low areas. Running a few water 
crossings might not have been such a 
bad idea but 45 minutes on the long MX 
course was enough riding for most 
competitors if they were taking full 
advantage of the loamy, wet soil and 
berms that could be built up to keep the 
throttle on. By the last race of the day, 
the course started to get drier and, 
naturally, after five preceeding events, 
good and cobby. This may have slowed 
down some of the 250-500 Combined 
Novices in the final run but a lot of 
them seemed just as quick as the 
Combined Int-Ex. classes that ran 
before them on a slightly tackier track. 
The quickest Novice was on a very sano 
CZ. Some of the Experts were gluttons 
for punishment (or conditioning) and 
ran again in this class so the illusion of 
front-runners’ speed may have been 
deceptive. 

It all started at mid-morning in the 
natural bowl of the park surrounded by 
snow-capped hills in the distance and 
covered by a sparkling blue sky. 
Something over 300 racers signed up for 
the six classes; the non-racers no doubt 
deterred by the prospect of rain or 
(Heaven forbid!) mud, neither of which 
materialized. 

The minis, Powder Puffs and other 
small bores enjoyed the early a.m. 
traction which continued to hold under 
a hot winter sun through the noon 
practice. The big bores might have made 
better use of the fine traction 
conditions but promoters can’t please 
everyone at once and it makes almost as 
much sense to run increasing cc sizes as 
the other way around. 

Among the Experts, there were more 
than a few notables such as John Rice 
(Mnk) and Greg Robertson (Hon). After 
the first two laps, Greg was in second on 
his 125 Elsinore but just couldn’t pull 
the 400 Maico to be overall winner, 

Though considerably shortened, the 
course was one of the best experienced 
in a long time with the right degree of 
difficulty for a good novice, and, 
cleverly, use of some vertical terrain, 
particularly well thought-out downhills.

AMA 
Splits up! 


WESTERVILLE, OHIO, JAN. 10 

The Executive Committee of the 
American Motorcycle Association 
announced a restructuring of the 
home office staff, designed to 
increase efficiency and deal di- 
rectly with recent. financial prob- 
lems encountered by the AMA. 

The change amounts to a bud- 
getary split between the Competition 
Department. and other Association 
activities. Under the new plan, the 
position of Executive Director will be 
eliminated, with responsibility for two 
totally separate Association divisons 
placed in the newly-created offices of 
Competition Director and 
Administrative Director. 

As in the past, the Competition 
Department will continue to sanction 
and stage professional and amateur 
events. The Administrative Department 
will devote itself to the entire area of 
member service, including legislative 


activity, AMA NEWS and AMA 
REPORT publication, the regional 
representatives program and future 


efforts to expand in the area of member 
service and marketing. 

Operating between the two major 
divisons and maintaining direct control 
over Association finances will be the 
office of controller, currently held by 
Robert Thompson, of Lancaster, Ohio. 
Thompson, who joined the AMA staff 
during the audit prompted by the 
dismissal of then Executive Director 
Russ March, called the new 
organizational arrangement ‘ʻa 
budgetary housecleaning.” 

Thompson notes, “The AMA has 
been effectively servicing motorcyclists 
for 50 years. The problem, which 
reached the proportions of a major 
crunch in late 1973, is that bookeeping 
and budgeting methods that were being 
used to guide a $4 million-per-year 
organization were not adequate to the 
scope of the AMA’s nationwide 
operation. 

“What the Executive Committee has 
done is simply to reorganize the home 
office staff in such a manner that every 
dollar that comes in and goes out can be 
strictly accounted for, and the value of 
services rendered can be evaluated, 
putting the AMA on a sound financial 
footing. Good business sense tells us 
that the result of all this should be 


increased efficiency and thus more 
service per dollar invested by the 
member,” Thompson said. 

The Committee noted that the 


positions of Competition Director and 
Administrative Director are both open, 
and that applications should be 
forwarded to J.R. Kelly, president of 
the AMA. 

Acting Executive Director Ed 
Youngblood says of the new system, 
“We've actually divided the Association 
up into 14 departments for budgeting 
purposes. Each is in someways unique 
and deals with special problems. What 
we are setting out to do is budget each 
of these separately, making them justify 
their expense. If a program is not 
practical or productive, we will no 
longer overtax other areas to support it. 
If a program is doing well, it will be 
expanded,” 

“We will always keep uppermost in 
our minds the fact that the whole 
purpose for the existence of the home 
office and its staff is to utilize the 
member’s dues money wisely and to 
make significant. contributions to the 
sport of motorcycling. We think this 
new meet sunci o ae us to ie

Indoor Racing at Santa Rosa

One thousand twenty-eight paid 
to ride or watch the indoor opener 
for the eight race meeting series at 
the Sonoma County Fairgrounds 


in Santa Rosa. 

In a well-organized, fast-moving 
indoor program, there were 45 
spills in 31 qualifying heats, a 
number of semifinals, and 10 class 
finals. All were completed by eleven 
o'clock. Among approximately 270 
riders entered, 10 of the 20 District 
white plate riders and a few blue platers 
were there. 

White plater number 16, Greg 
Ferguson (Tri) from West Sacramento 
won over 27 riders in the 250 Expert 
class. He led from start to finish in his 
final on a restart.

360 Yamahas, a pair 


Yamaha makes three versions of 
their basic “360” (actually 351cc) 
two-stroke single. Two of them, 
the DT-360 and the MX-360, are 


for sale. The limited production 
YZ-360 has fallen into the hands 
of a very few deserving riders in 
this country. You can’t get one 
from your dealer. 

Its hard to say what the American 
rider wants when he buys a dirt 
machine, If they buy a racing bike, they 
probably will say that they want a 
motocross machine. But the American 
version of motocross is substantially 
different from the European version. 
There are reasons for it, but American 
courses turn out to be smoother, faster, 
less hilly, and less ‘‘natural”. 
Consequently, bikes aimed square at the 
American tend to be less “real” 
motocrossers in the European tradition 
and more like flat-trackers with 
knobbies. 

American preferences in on/off road 
equipment aren’t likely to favor true 
enduro bikes either. The American who 
purchases an “enduro” bike will often 
(and increasingly) be someone who 
wants a bike for street transportation 
most of the time and trail riding 


occasionally. Some riders who use 
their bikes on the street will 
occasionally find their way to 


enduros or other off-pavement forms 
of competition, but they aren’t in the 
majority. To a certain extent, Honda 
had it right when they introduced the 
250cc CL-72 Scrambler ten years ago. 
There is a market for street bikes that 
can be ridden off-road. It’s just that — 
vd least up until now — the accent has 

en increasingly on the “can be ridden 
off-road”. In fact, most road tests have 
concentrated on riding the bike in the 
dirt to the point of excluding any 
mention of the subject bike’s viability as 
a street bike. This may have been a 
mistake. Many a trail bike rider, for 
example a high school student whose 
only get-around was his trailbike, wasn’t 
prepared to forget that his dirt machine 
could also be ridden on the street. 

But the Japanese didn’t forget either. 
Despite hundreds of one-track road tests 
(Yeah, some of them came from here ) 
that shouted “too heavy” or ‘too much 
junk”, the Japanese never forgot about 
the guy who really wanted a dual 
purpose bike. The Japanese big-bore 
enduro bikes have been increasingly 
slim, light and dirt-able, but they have 
always been street-legal and street-able 
to the point that a hardy rider can take 


them touring, with everyone’s concern 
about fuel economy, that accent on 
street use may now be ready to pay 
dividends, 

Yamaha has been in the mainstream 
of Japanese dirt bike building. They 
were the first big Japanese concern (we 
think that Hodaka beat them) to 
introduce a motocross machine in the 
form of the GYT-kitted DT-1, and the 
DT-1 was widely hailed as the first 
“real” dual purpose bike from Japan. 


The DT-360 

Shortly after the overwhelming 
success of the DT-1, Yamaha began to 
create different displacement versions of 
the “True Dual Purpose Mo’sickle from 
the Orient” and eventually produced 
their first 360 single in the form of the 
RT-1. Since then we’ve had three phases 
of RT until this year when Yamaha 
decided to take away all the fun we 
used to have in trying to remember 
what part of the alphabet preceeded the 
“T” and designated all their “Enduros” 
with a DT prefix. 

Enter the DT-360, 1974’s 360 
Yamaha: new frame, new slim look, a 
disappearing exhaust system, a.21-inch 
front wheel, shocks with a big, black, 


finned reservoir, and an electronic 
ignition. 
The frame takes after its 1973 


motocross relations. It shows in engine 
location (higher), swingarm angle (more 
level), shock angle (more vertical), pipe 
routing (through the frame, out to the 
left side where it snugs up tight next to 
the bike), and the looks of some of the 
components. Like the 21-inch front 
wheel and the “Thermal-flow” shocks 
(with two differently weighted springs 
which are alleged to work as a 
progressive set-up, but which don’t seem 
to), the frame alterations are aimed at 
improving the bike as a dirt bike. 

The bike is still heavy. It isn’t the 
heaviest thing in its class, but it doesn’t 
let you forget that it is street legal very 
often. The weight is particularly 
noticeable at low speeds when trying to 
work your way through a tight twisty 
section with your feet on the pegs. 
There is enough weight located in the 
top of the forks in the form of lights, 
instruments, turn signals, switches and 
various other pieces, that the steering is 
heavy and the machine falls into the 
turn, 

The MX-type frame seems to have 
contributed significantly to handling 





were the limiters. 
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The DT-360 had ample low end for hill climbing. Suspension and tires 





and stability when you shift out of 
‘‘plonk” and get rolling. Frame 
geometry and the 21-inch front wheel 
are probably the prime contributions to 
the improved situation. The 
“Thermal-flow” shocks didn’t impress 
anybody favorably in their stock 
configuration. Bumpy stuff wasn’t the 
DT-360’s forte. It slid as well as the 
trials universals would let it while trying 
to hold back all that weight. Like the 
MX, it doesn’t want to turn, so lean it, 
gas it, and slide it to change direction. A 
knobby would let it go more places in 
the woods but would hinder it on the 
street. 

The engine wasn’t as good as we had 
hoped. It is possible to start it with less 
than 23 kicks, but you have to know 
the starting drill. Enrichening plunger 
up, throttle closed and only about six or 
eight kicks does it. Two or three kicks 
when warm brings it to noisy life. There 
is much commotion from fin rattling 
and other noise. The exhaust note is 
sort of loud. It would be objectionable 
to those who find such things 
objectionable. It’s louder than most 
street bikes, but there is little smoke. 

The reed-valve induction powerplant 
pulls well from down low and seems to 
run out of breath at the top end of the 
RPM band. There is good power from 
3000 RPM and the moderately low first 
gear is enough to handle most hills that 
the tire can find a bite on. Suspension is 
the limiting factor on long climbs up 
high-traction hills. 

The seat is comfortable and seems to 
have been improved over previous years, 
and the bars were comfortable for most 
of us while street riding but don’t work 
as well when standing on the pegs. The 
pegs are useless when wet. The kickstart 
lever gnaws at your leg. 

The brakes, adequate in the dirt, 
aren’t as powerful as street riders on the 
staff would have wished, but they do 
the job and one staffer termed them 
“the best in the business.” 

The five-speed gear box works easily 
until it is time to find neutral. If the 
bike had warmed up, it was difficult to 
find the half-way point between first 
and second. 

Freeway riding turned up a fair bit of 
vibration. It comes at you through the 


bars and the seat (numb-butt got some 
of us). It isn’t too extreme, but it’s 
there. The bike works pretty well when 
it comes to turning on the street. You 
just lean it and gas it with moderation. 
The tires will give you some twitchy 
signals when they are getting ready to 
undo you, and the bike gets out of turns 
with fair muscle. 

The bike will run along at over 70 if 
you should ever want to such a 
horrendous speed, and it will do 55 
MPH easily. Gas mileage in a 
combination of situations on the streets 
and freeways produced 40 to 44 MPG 
which means that the 2.4 gallon tank 
will get you about 100 miles before you 
have to find another gas station that has 
gas. The tank cap locks, but the number 
is engraved on it so fifty cents will give 
anybody the contents who wants them. 
Same thing goes for the ignition, seat, 
and fork locks. 

We have a bunch of negative notes 
about various pieces on the bike. The 
rear turn signals are very vulnerable and 
not very strong. They are the same as on 
all Yamahas, and we're getting tired of 
replacing them every time we knock one 
over. Other makes don’t break as easily. 
The multi-piece fuse box fell apart 
and disappeared. Redesign is called for. 
The headlight, which was adequate 
bright, burnt itself out so we replaced it. 
(Its a sealed beam, the expensive kind. 
Why do Japanese sealed beams cost so 
much more than American beams?) 
When it burned out less than 30 miles 
later, we stopped riding it at night. We 
used to gripe about the seat locks on 
Yamaha, but they seem to have been 
fixed. That’s nice. 

Conclusions: The DT-360 is still an 
acceptable dirt-pavement motorcycle. It 
will make an acceptable trail bike and 
can be used in stock form for an 
occasional easy enduro. It will function 
as daily transportation and is powerful 
and reliable enough to be used for 
longer single-passenger (Passenger pegs 
are available and two-up trips are 
feasible for short distances.) trips if you 
can get gas often enough. Base price is 
$1026. : 

The MX-360 

The Yamaha MX-360 shares few of 

its parts with DT-360, so, as you might 





expect, it is a completely different 
machine. But it isn’t a good motocrosser 
in the European sense. It comes closer 
to filling the Yankee concept of a 
motocrosser, and, except for the 
knobbies, the bike comes off as a 
scrambles machine. 

The MX engine is highly strung with 
lots of beans when wrapped up and 
considerably less pulling power down 
low. We had some trouble with top end 
power on ours when we received it, but 
it was cleared up when we replaced the 
missing washer under the 260 main jet 
that had been left out by the last 
publication to test it (Dirt Bike). 
Without the washer the whole main jet 
assembly, including the nozzle that 
feeds gas into the carburetor venturi, 
was free to vibrate up and down and let 
extra gas froth up, causing a high RPM 
power loss. 

Once the problem was sorted out, 
the MX-360 remained absolutely 
trouble-free through several hundred 
miles of all kinds of riding. It never 
missed a beat although subjected to 
several get-offs, quite a few 
motocrossing miles, some flat tracking, 
and lots of trail riding and fire road 
miles, during all of which it never 
received more than an occasional chain 
adjustment and renewal of the gas and 
oil in their respective tanks. 

The electronic ignition (magneto 
CDI) gets credit for some of the lack of 
hassle. You don’t have to adjust it, and 
it delivers a big, fat spark at all engine 
speeds which keeps the spark plug clean 
even though the bike is being bogged 
along a slow trail. 

The powerful, bullet-proof engine is 
perhaps the best part of the bike. Low 
end power is less than some other 
machines, but high RPM power is 
ample. It has enough power to slog 
around doing donuts in deep sand, but 
some staffers wished for more. It does 
come into the poweband rather fiercely, 
much more so than the bigger (and very 
similar) SC-500 which eases up on the 
powerband rather softly but produces 
similar amounts of top end. It is very 
fast. 

Unfortunately, the parts of the bike 
that are meant to deal with getting 
power to the ground and letting you 
going where you want to go, don’t work 
as well as the engine. If’s scary if you 
try to go fast. It bounces up and down, 
wiggles, shifts its weight from front to 
rear, and will sometimes pitch you off 
with only mild provocation. A lot of the 
discredit for the screw-ups have to be 
given to the suspension. The 








“Thermal-flow” units which were just. 
uncomfortable and annoying on the 
DT-360 are trash on a motocrosser. 
They ‘were acceptable on a TT or flat 
track course, but worse than dismal on 
anything bumpy. The same can be said 
for the forks. They lack enough travel 
to be effective in fast, hard bumps and 
one staffer found out the hard way not 
to trust them with anything critical 
that’s coming up in a hurry. Fortunately 
the bike, though being heavy, is pretty 
strong and suffered very little damage. 

The Japanese 4.00x18 Dunlop stuck 
on the rear end is not much good, 
either, A sticky 4.50 would help. 

It does slide well. It turns like the 
DT-360. That is, it doesn’t want to turn. 
So by leaning and gassing, you get 
around, It is fun in flat terrain. Sand 
washes, parking lots, fire roads, and 
smooth tracks will do it right. But in 
anything with earnest bumps, it’s too 
fast to be secure. One staffer is eyeing 
the engine for his trick motocross frame 
which presently houses another make of 
engine. A lighter, better handling chassis 
is a ripe idea. He wants a heavier 
flywheel, however. 

Some staffers liked the Autolube oil 
injection and some didn’t. Those who 
were against it felt that the small tank 
had to be filled too often and was 
messy. Those who liked it were glad to 
avoid mixing up gas and pointed to the 
bike’s reliability. As one expects from 
Japanese machinery, especially Yamaha, 
the gearbox worked well with or 
without any help from the clutch. The 
air filter is still difficult to service 
without cutting your fingers. It has 
plastic fenders which we proved to 
fairly unbreakable. The seat displeased 
on one and the bars were a toss-up. It 
has the un-in ridged alloy rims, but 
that’s OK. There are plenty of other 
aspects of the bike that indicate that it 
is a less-than-serious motocrosser, 

If you want a playbike and 
occasional racer or a TT scrambles bike 
in this displacement category you 
probably will like the MX-360, unless 
you have some street riding in your 
projected repertoire. Having some street 
riding in your future might be a good 
idea, though. We’re going to see some 
cut-backs in Japanese motorcycle 
production during the coming year and 
the first that will have to go are the fun, 
but not necessary, racing bikes. If you 
really want one, you’d better get it 
soon. It won’t be long before you can’t.

The Webco Yamaha 360: 


MX/Enduro/ Desert 
Racer/Playbike 


By Larry Langley 


Probably the greatest percentage 
of Yamaha MX series bikes sold in 
the United States are never 
motocrossed but are used as 
playbikes, desert racers, or even as 
enduro bikes. The stock 360 MX 
has shortcomings for each specific 
use so Webco decided to set up a 
‘73 Yamaha 360 MX using mostly 
off the shelf parts in an effort to 
improve the bike while providing a 
test bike for prototype parts 
development. The ‘74 360 MX is 
basically the same as the ‘73 
Yamaha. 

The goal was to improve the low end 
response from the engine, to improve 
the reliability if possible, and to 
improve the handling. The following 
accessories were added: 1. Fiberglass gas 
tank, 2. Skid plate, 3. VDO front wheel 
speedometer and cable drive kit, 
4. Skyway silencer /spar k-arrestor, 
5.S&W shocks and springs, 6. Preston 
Petty front fender, 7. Webco oversize 
head, 8. Yamaha 1 lb. 3 oz. flywheel, 
9. Webco fork kit. 

No internal engine modifications 
were performed. The stinger diameter 
was increased from 1-1/8” to 1%” to 
help increase low end grunt. This also 
allowed the use of the 3” cone Skyway 
silencer/spark arrestor which really 
impressed Webco both for the 
horsepower gains and how much it 
quieted the exhaust note. I have to 
agree the Skyway did a good job. It 
really took the -sharp rap out of the 
Yamaha’s tone. Webco used the 
spark-arrestor silencer since the bike 


7 26 would be used in enduros. 


I had the bike three weeks and really

put it through the mill. Since we were 
laying out the Little Tuffy Enduro 
course, I had a ready-made test course 
to try out the bike. Now riding an 
enduro is tough enough on a bike but 
marking it is a whole lot tougher. The 
constant stopping and starting 
(sometimes on the side of a hill) really 
brings out any deficiencies in a hurry. 
The Webco Yamaha passed this ordeal 
with ease. In fact, it was one of the 
most dependable bikes used in course 
layout. Everyone wanted to ride it and

nobody was disappointed with the bike. 

Fast? Takes your breath away. Also, 
the peakiness found in the stock MX has 
been somewhat eliminated due to the 1 
Ib. 3 oz. Yamaha flywheel that was 
added and the increased diameter of the 
stinger. It still doesn’t have the total low 
end of say a 360 enduro but it comes 
closer. The high RPM power surge is still 
noticeable. These are somewhat simple 
modifications but it took a lot of dyno 
testing to work out the right 
combinations. If the bike is to be used 
strictly for enduros, especially tough 
enduros, a two pound flywheel would 
probably work better. 

The huge Webco-designed head on 
the bike is a prototype which is now in 
production. A lot of people thought the 
bike was a 500cc Yamaha due to the 
size of the head. It’s really massive. It 
also does the job in keeping the engine 
cool. I never did notice a power loss due 
to heat buildup common on 
two-strokes. As an additional bonus, 
there is a slight power gain but the 
cooling feature is the best part of the 
head. 

Since the bike is basically set up for 
enduros, a VDO speedometer kit was 
added. The drive is super sano and 
eliminates lacing up an enduro hub. It 
goes right on the MX hub with a little 
work. VDO speedometers have a 
reputation for quality and accuracy and 
the complete kit is well worth the price. 

The plastic gas tank holds about 
3% gallons and is recommended if you 
plan on participating in long enduros or 
desert races; even if you just want an 
added safety margin while trail riding. 
Webco runs the stock oil injection set 
up with no premix. Bardahl VBA was 
used in our test bike. S&W shocks with

75 Ib. springs were used and there were 
varying opinions on how well they 
work. Since the spring rates weren’t 
correct for my weight, I couldn’t get a 
good estimate of them. One interesting 
feature about the shocks is that both 
shocks are matched on a shock dyno to 
achieve very close to identical damping 
action and sold in matched pairs. Makes 
sense to me. f 

Preston Petty’s fender is used on the 
front but this is kind of a personal 
thing. The stock fender is OK but I 
guess Webco broke it or just decided to 
replace it. 

A Webco front fork kit was installed 
with 200cc of Lubritech fork oil (20 
weight) and really worked smooth. Most 
of the riders who rode the bike had very 
good comments about the forks. 

For a final test of the bike, it was 
entered in the Little Tuffy Enduro by 
John Huetter, one of the friendly folks 
down at Cycle News (Yes, they really 
do ride in competition down there.). 
About halfway through the first loop, 
the bike got a flat tire but still finished. 
John was impressed with the bike but 
felt it still needed some more work on 
the forks. Also he thought it needed just 
a little heavier flywheel for the 
super-tough enduros and the shocks 
needed a little longer travel. For desert 
racing or as a playbike, the S&W’s 
mounted would probably suffice. 

The skid plate wasn’t mounted too 
well when I picked up the bike from 
Webco and, sure enough, it fell off. 
After picking up another one, we 
discovered the mounting brakets were 
broken off the frame so we had to 
Mickey Mouse up a U-bolt to hold it on 
but it also fell off on Red Mountain 
during the enduro. Webco told me they 
have since redesigned the mounts for 
the skid plate (which is nice and big and 
light) so hopefully that will take care of 
the problem, 

I personally thought the bike was set 
up pretty well except for the spring rate 
on the shocks. The bike took on some 
of the toughest terrain in the desert and 
handled it with ease. I wish I could have 
entered a long Hare and Hound with it, 
as it was the general consensus of 
everyone who rode it that it would be 
more competitive, and much easier to 
ride in desert races than a stock, due to 
its widened powerband and increased 
low end. As a playbike, it makes it just 
fine also without any changes. ®

CARLSBAD, CAL., JAN. 13 


They call it “Super Sunday” be- 
cause of some football game on 
TV, and because of it the turnout 
for the regular CMC motocross at 


Carlsbad Raceway was something 
less than spectacular. However, 
the racing was ideal! 

As usual both Marty Smith and 


Billy Urban captured the top two spots 
in the 125cc Professional class on 
Hondas. Smith did it with two victories 
while Urban reeled in a pair of seconds. 
Marty won the first by some 30 
seconds, a real devastator, but in the 
second had to come from way back to 
take over the lead about halfway 
through from Gary Jones, out for the 
first time on a Can-Am. Before several 
laps more had concluded, Urban also 
got by Jones, who had his troubles in 
the first round before finishing in sixth. 

In that moto, Gary’s throttle stuck 
open going across the finish line on 
about lap three, so he put it on its side 
and slid to a stop. “You should have 
seen the eyes of this photographer as I 
came Are e him,” Gary grinned later. 
That put him near the back and he 
worked his way to sixth. 

Bob Maxwell (Yam) also nearly 
caught Jones in that second race but 
had to settle for fourth; added to his 
third earlier it gave him third overall and 
with it the lead in the CMC points 
standings to date with 145. 

Jim Cooke (Kaw) and Rich 
Thorwaldson (Suz) put on a battle for 
the 500 Pro class win, and it was Cooke 
who pulled it out with a hard-earned 
final moto win, breaking a tie. Rich had 
won the first with Jim second, very 
tight on his tail, so tight and fast that 
third place Jim Weinert (Kaw) was a full 
lap behind both of them at the end. 

In the final race they again lapped 
the entire field including third place 
Wayne Boyer (CZ) and in the process 
the lead changed seven times, four times 
on the first lap! Rich grabbed it and the 
see-saw battle began which ended late in 
the meet when Rich slid out, giving 
Cooke the opening he needed to pull it 
out. Weinert was an early contender but 
broke a shock and retired. Earlier, in 
race one, Tommy Croft (Fra) had held 
the lead and was actually beginning to 
pull away atowly from Thorwaldson 
when something in the transmission 
blew a hole in the top part of the case 
and Tommy cruised back to the pits 
leaving a trail of heavy oil smoke. 

Weinert made amends in the 250 Pro, 
taking it rather smartly once top 
contender Marty Moates (Hon) retired 
when his expansion chamber snapped 
off. Marty won the first moto over Rich 
Pinnick (CZ) and was leading the second 
when the problem arose. Jimmy came on 


to take the checkered and again Pinnick 
scored a second, tieing them at four 
apiece for the overall —Weinert’s win 
made the difference. 

In Expert competition, now only for 
trophies, Mike Bell (Hon) won the 125s, 
Dennis Hazlett (Yam) took the 250’s 
and Ron Blanton (Bul) topped the 
500’s. 

It shouldn’t be long now before 
rugged little Albert Cancino turns up 
with his transfer papers. After sluggishly 
rolling along for about two years as an 
Intermediate, he got a new 125 Honda 
about three months ago and 
immediately caught fire. Today he 
swept the 125 Intermediate over Russell 
Wilson (Yam) who had three seconds. 

Bob Raymer (CZ) rode three 
consistent races and slightly out-pointed 
John Sullivan (Hus) for the 250 
Intermediate win, 4-6. Bob Hollister 
(CZ) won the 500 Intermediate, a very 
small class. 

Top Junior honors went to Jerry 
Raymer (Hon) in the 125’s (a race 
which was so tight that fifth overall 
Dennis Beat actually won two motos 
and took a ninth in the other!), Kevin 
Rodgers (Mon) in the 250 I, Dana Slater 
(Yam) in the 250 II via a sweep, and 
Rick Laughery (CZ) in the 500. e

It feels awkward. The pegs are too 
high, the seat is too high and too 
hard; just doesn’t feel right. The 


handlebars 


shape and angle aren’t bad, 
though. Sitting on the new Cooper 
250 5-speed, the machine just 
doesn’t feel comfortable. Oh, well, 
hope it isn’t too scary out on the 
course, 

Snap the enrichening lever of the 
30mm Mikuni down and the Moto Islo 
engine lights off on the second kick — 
brappity-brap-brap. Fairly noisy little 
mutha but, one assumes, that’s desirable 
in Mexico for a racer. How else, goes the 
inscrutable south-of-the-border thinking 
would anybody know you had a racer? 
As it warms up, it seems appropriate to 
motor out to the MX course and 
play-race a few dozen laps. Damn, still 
doesn’t feel right. You seem to sit up on 
top of it rather than in it. Knees are 
level with the top of the tank. No place 
on the seat seems better than any other 
place. 

On with the throttle, the revs start to 
climb and Hoo, Mabel! It comes on the 
pipe and the man-machine combination 
starts motatin’. Shift up for the 
whoopdies, down for the corner and gas 
it for the hill, Hmm, this thing is 
producing a fair turn of speed as they 
say in jolly old England. And it didn’t 
do anything unfriendly like throw me 
off and stomp on me. Maybe it’s going 
to be right. Familiar with the course 
after a few laps, our hero performs that 
intricate and sophisticated maneuver 
known amongst moto-men as “gassing 
it”. There are plenty of revs up there, 
but it’s possible to use only the first 
four gears on the MX track since it’s 
sprocketed pretty high. A few more 
teeth would smooth things out. 

Now the Cooper is moving at speeds 
that command the attention of random 
spectators and little kids hanging over 
the tom snowfence. It is rounding off, 
squaring off, sweeping, and otherwise 
making progress around corners with 
total cool and aplomb. Find the right 
grear-throttle combination and it even 
starts gobbling the hills. Hey, this 
moto-scooter is all right! Fun, even. 
Quick, certainly. Cornering is flat 
superb. 

The Cooper MX finally starts to fit 
right and do things right that you want 
it (and you) to do not when you sit still 
on it, not when you’re cruising the pits 
waiting for the applause of an admiring 
audience, but when you’re flat gassing 
it, throttle to the stops or, anyway, just 
short of total wheelspin, preferably on a 
twisty course. The high pegs, the flat, 
firm seat all seem to fit and work pretty 
well. It’s easy to get up on the tank 
(The Cooper likes to be cornered up 
there) and it’s easy to get your weight 
back over the shocks quickly and 
painlessly (The Cooper likes to be 
accelerated back there.) In general, the 
machine comman positively and rapidly 
to rider com ds and is particularly 
sensitive to body english. On the other 
hand, if you remain static it won’t do 
anything scary to you, it just won’t do

anything as fast. It has the desirable 
quality that the more familiar you get 
with the machine, the better you like 
riding it. 

The whole thing seems unlikely. 
Frank Cooper, who imports Maicos to 
the U.S. west of the Mississippi, goes 
down to the Moto Islo factory in the 
state of Sonora, May-hee-ko and tries to 
get them to build a dirty bike that will 
be competitive in the U.S. market. They 
know all about motorcycles at the Islo 
plant. They’ve been building them for 
years. And therein lies part of the 
development problem. They think they 
know all about motorcycles because 
they really have been building them for 
years, but not for the American 
competition market. Discussion and 
design conferences ensued prior to 
arrival of the Cooper 5-speed in our 
sweaty little hands. 


“No. No way. No tuck and roll on 
the seat. And the motocross model will 
not need the wire basket over the rear 
fender to carry chickens in. Now on the 
enduro model, maybe..” 


“Of course, senor. Moto Islo has 
always’ allowed their customers to 
personalize their machines. Even if they 
are wrong. Now regard these gearboxes 
that we got a very good deal on from 
my cousin ‘Rique.” 





“Hmm? What’s this serial number on 
them? ‘CT-90-134470. Made in Japan! 
What’s this little lever here for?” 

“Ah, that’s so you can change from 
street gearing, as when you ride to the 
market, back to dirt gearing, for the big 
race! Exciting idea, yes?” 

“Groan.” 

They really do things differently in 
Mexico and it took a little while before 
they believed that ex-racer, current sales 
manager, C.H. Wheat, and Frank Cooper 
himself knew what they were talking 
about. Now, they believe. The result is a 
250 motocross machine that sells for 
under $1000 retail (barely) and can be 
made competitive with anything in the 
class. It will be competitive in stock 
form with any thing else around that is 
also in stock form, all of which is 
unlikely in motocross racing. It handles 
that well. You just have to remember to 
keep it wicked on full most all the time. 

When testing the Cooper, the 
standard average Yamaha-Honda-CZ 
attack squadron converged on the 
yellow and red machine (very 
distinctive) and asked three questions: 
How do you like it? Answer: Pretty 
well. Nice handling. Any trouble with 
the gearbox? Answer: No. How do the 
brakes work? Answer: Just fine. 
Progressive and strong. 

It seems that the old four-speed 
Coopers had gearbox problems, like 
crunchy expensive problems, and brake 
problems, like they went away pretty 
quick. This one didn’t. It is indicative of 
today’s savvy young MX market that 
this was well known, while at the same 
time allowing as how they could be 
improved. The five-speed box shifts 
with a fairly long throw, reminiscent of 
a CZ, and usually makes a snap-clunk 





into place which, of course, you can’t 
hear if you’re wicking it. It didn’t seem 
to get aggravated at the lack of clutch in 
performing the one-down, four-up 
maneuvers. The only complaint is that 
the ratios seem backwards in 
progression as matched to the 
powerband. That is, they get closer 
together as you. progress from first to 
fifth with the result a fair-sized gap 
between first and second and third. It 
won’t fall off the pipe if you have it 
close to max power but it will if you 
don’t. We’d like it better with 1-2-3 
closer together. Protected from such 
ham-handed antics only by 32:1 
Blendzall, the engine didn’t seem to get 
upset. It has a reputation for being 
bullet proof. We have no evidence to the 
contrary as a result of the test. 

C.H. (You remember him. He was 
trying to explain the American 
motocross market in Spanish a few 
paragraphs back. And he doesn’t speak 
Spanish.) warned us up front that the 
60-90 progressive wind springs on the ` 
Boge shocks were not the hot set-up for 
go-fast stuff, like racing and other 
pastimes involving velocity. He was 
right. The rear wheel felt like some 
disembodied chunk of weight out there 
bouncing around on the end of the 
swingarm whenever the bike would 
attack whoop-de-doos at speed. He 
kindly replaced them with Boge 78 lb. 
straight wind springs and effected an 
improvement of about 75%. There is 
still room for improvement in this area 
but, then again, Cooper probably 
shouldn’t bother about it much since 
each rider is going to have a personal 
preference for a racing shock and either 
keep the Boges or replace them with 
whatever he likes. One of the main 
reasons that the revised spring-damper 





















combo didn’t get a 100% rating is that 
the rear end still wanted to fishtail 
under severe acceleration or when 
working out over good-sized bumps. 
The culprit, we suspect, is the chevron 
tread pattern on the rear 4.00 x 18 
Bridgestone. That tread pattern doesn’t

make it. Cooper now knows that it 
doesn’t make it and is replacing them 
with Mitsubishi wide block pattern 
knobbies. No complaints about the 3.00 
x 21 Cheng Shin up front except that it 
could stand to be stickier, but then it 
wouldn’t wear as long and that’s the 
problem with the Barum that it’s copied 
from anyhow, right? 

In contrast to the rear suspension, 
which took the usual amount of 
dialing-in to get it close to right, was the 
front suspension. The forks on the 
leading edge of this 237 Ib. collection of 
hardware are Betors and, man, are they 
fine. After a while, it gets tempting to 
land on the front wheel just to 
appreciate the excellent downward

damping and rebound with nary a 
twitch. The triple trees, which 
determine rake among other things, are 
made in Spain while the tubes and 
sliders are made under license in 
Mexico. OK, we'll confess. The right 
side fork leg did have a leaky seal but it 
leaked less as the test progressed and 
after we dumped 30 weight Lubri-Tech 
in both sides. Even with most of the oil 
out of the right side during the first day 
of testing, the Betors worked a lot 
better than some supposedly perfect 
forks we’ve compressed of late. We’ll 
give handling credits to the Betors and 
excellent frame geometry without flex. 
The front end actually feels very light 
and totally controllable. 

The heavily-finned flat black engine 
is pretty conventionally ported, using a 
Yamaha MX piston which, as we 
understood it, is in the process of being 
replaced by an all-forged piston on 
current models. The only difference 
you'll probably notice is that more 
current engines will be quieter but the 
exhaust note will probably distract you 
from such contemplations, anyway. 

The Mikuni gets its air through a very 
large K&N mesh and foam filter which 
is contained in an under-seat airbox that 
looks like its going to be better 
protected than it actually is. Still, the 
Cooper proved remarkably waterproof 
during testing subsequent to some 
record California rainfalls. It will at least 
stand highspeed immersion over the 
cases. It’s the splashes that do you in, 
anyhow. Some duct tape could make ita 
lot more anti-H2O. The engine looks big

and beefy and is, in fact, fairly wide and 
tall. 

Another thing that the mud and 
water revealed was exactly what we 
suspected. The flapped front fiberglass 
fender is inadequate to keep a spray of 
whatever happens to be wet and 
underwheel from peppering your face, 
goggles, and jerseyfront. The extension 
of the front fender needs to be longer 
both ways. On dry courses, it’s not 
noticed. 

Controls and rider-bike contact 
points are all pretty well thought out 
except for the grips which are hard and 
get slippery when wet. Pegs work 
surprisingly well and everything falls to 
hand and foot in a natural manner. The 
kill button is mounted on the right 
handlebar and it takes the left hand to 
reach over to it. The tank has a capacity 
of close to three gallons which would 
seem to make the Cooper ready to go 
for cross-country events. The gearing on 
our test bike was more suited for the 
high-speed hold-it-on stuff. Straight line 
stability is excellent for this type of 
competition, also. The wheelbase is not 
overly long at 54.5-55” (depending on 
axle position) but the geometry allows 
tight turns plus the straight line good 
feels. It could use a skid plate, though, 
as ground clearance to the big, fat pipe 
is 6.75”. If you anticipate encountering 
a 7” rock, best be prepared. 

Nobody has made such a big deal 
over it, including Cooper, but consider 
that with the straight wind springs and a 
block pattern knobby coming stock on 
the current models that this bike is 
race-ready after a tank or two of 
break-in time. If a major Japanese 
company had come out with this 
motocross machine, everybody would 
be whoopin’ and hollerin’ and carryin’ 
on something fierce about how old 
Sakuratami, Inc. finally did it and we 
knew they could build a fast, 
good-handling MX bike if only they 
decided to. Well, the 250 5-speed hasn’t 
been accompanied with a big publicity 
campaign, possibly because Cooper 
Motors wanted to see if the five-speed 
was going to provide the improvement 
they had hoped for over the four-speed. 
And it’s not made in Europe or Japan. 
It’s built down in Sonora to 
specifications laid down right in good 
old downtown Burbank. But it works. 
Nothing broke, nothing fell off, and no 
funny noises developed. Make the 
suspension fit you (like on most every 
other bike), put a big plastic fender on 
the front, and go racing. You’ll do OK 
and, lordy, will you be a terror in the 
corners. High, low, or down the middle, 
get up on that flat tank and square it off 
and gas it and watch your lap times go 
down. Makes you feel good. 

The Cooper five-speed was one of the 
most pleasant surprises in a competition 
package we’ve tested in a long time. 
Now to give it some low end grunt for 
us Novices, maybe we can change the 
pipe and I’d want some of my Very 
Own Favorite-style grips...Lemme see 
what’s my number in the Okefenokee 
Motocross Assn. Put it right here on these 
handy side panels. Gimme that chain 
lube. We’re goin’ racin’, while we  still- 
can. RAF Fe Fuh? = Sys ieee SY 8
